America's hopes had sunk to 
their low after the much-heralded 
Vanguard earth satellite rocket, 
carrying only a 3'j-pound sphere 
compared to the huge Sputniks, 
blew up after rising only two feet 
from its pad on Dec. 6, 1957. 
When the first Explorer, Ameri­ 
ca's first “ moon,** rose success­ 
fully into the heavens, a pall of
